WE  NOMINATE 

Delos  ("Dutch")  Schoch,  unassuming  33-year  old  native 
of  Everett,  Washington,  who  early  in  his  second  season 
as  Princeton  University's  head  coach  of  crew  has  "swept 
the  river"  against  both  Yale  and  Cornell— something  no 
Princeton  crew  coach  has  ever  succeeded  in  doing.  Al- 
though ordered  to  bed  last  week,  the  day  before  his  un- 
derrated squad  departed  for  Derby,  and  forced  to  remain 
there  for  the  weekend,  Schoch's  coaching  skill  was  every- 
where in  evidence  along  the  calm  Housatonic  as  the 
freshman,  junior  varsity  and  varsity  boats  wrote  Princeton 
athletic  history  with  their  eight-pound  Orange  and 
Black-tipped  oars. 

As  important  as  the  triple  victory  was  in  itself,  it  meant 
more  than  "just  a  win"  to  hundreds  of  victory-starved 
University  alumni.  Not  since  1943  had  Princeton  trounc- 
ed Yale  in  a  major  sport  and  only  four  times  between 
1911  and  the  suspension  of  crew  activities  in  1942  had 
Princeton  varsity  oarsmen  outclassed  the  Blue  and  the  Big 
Red.  One  self-described  "fossil  of  vintage  1926"  .sum- 
marized the  sentiments  of  Princeton  enthusiasts  in  a 
post-regatta  wire  to  Schoch,  stating  ithat  "You  and  your 
crews  have  done  at  last  what  we  have  been  waiting  for 
these  many  long  years.  We  have  reached  a  turning-point." 
Captain  of  his  school  football  team  and  the  son  of  a 
stand-out  baseball  player,  Schoch  entered  the  University 
of  Washington  and  turned  to  crew  only  after  an  ankle 
injury  terminated  his  aspirations  for  gridiron  honors.  His 
first  coach  was  Tom  Bolles,  now  at  the  Har\'ard  tiller,  and 
he  first  saw  Princeton  in  1 936  as  a  member  of  the  almost 
legendary  Huskie  squad  that  swept  the  Carnegie  try-outs 
and  went  on  to  annex  the  Olympic  championship. 

A  Seattle  newspaperman  introduced  Schoch  to  Fred 
Spuhn,  Princeton's  pre-war  coach,  and  weeks  later  Schoch 
appeared  at  the  Class  of  1S87  Boathouse.  Four  seasons 
as  Spuhn's  assistant,  followed  by  another  four  years  in 
the  Navy,  were  culminated  in  February,  1946,  by  his  ele- 
vation to  his  present  post.  Just  a  year  ago,  after  he  had 
junked  Princeton's  antiquated  starboard  stroke  and  when 
his  eights  were  starting  "to  come,"  Schoch's  debut  as 
the  country's  youngest  big-time  coach  was  interrupted  by 
a  severe  back  injury  that  sent  him  to  Princeton  Hospital 
for  a  months-long  siege. 

Fer  exemplifying  the  best  that  intercollegiate  sport  has 
to  offer  in  the  way  of  sportsmanship,  tradition  and  spirit;
